If one .were tonsk wherein the greatest 
incompetence -in civic administration is 
shown, where the results are, the lensb for 
the money expended, where- ignorance and 
stupidity dominate aud recklessness reigns, 
one would be compelled to say that it is 
in tho management of the public highways. 
The state of Illinois ' ie expending for 
roads andbridgesannually nearly $5,000,000 
less than one-half of which is spent intelli- 
gently nnd a large part of tho other half is 
•worse than ' wasted. The Stato Highway 
commission, is tloing splendid- service in 
seeking to abate tho ovil and start n moro 
rational system of road administration, and 
in this they should have the earnest sup- 
port of every citizen. Among other things 
accomplished, the commission has had an 
investigation made through the rural' mail 
-carriers, as to tho time of the. year when 
roads woi'o. worked, and the returns from 
'over one-third of tho whole, state mileage 
show that only 82 per cent of too work on 
earth roads, is done at the proper time, 
namely, in too spring, that 23 per cent is 
<lone in midsummer nnd 45 percent, nenrly 
one-half, done in the fall of tho year. 
• While work on hard roads may bo done 
at almost nny.time, no work should ho per- 
mitted ob' earth roads, that disturbs the 
surface, ejecept in the spring, so that the 
early rains , and the summer traffic may 

Mfrorouglly consolidate the rondway before 
tub tf*rf!er season sets in. * Except dragging 
with a split log- drag or its equivalent, 
which Bhould alwayej be used immediately 
aftor'rainH, no road work .should bo per- 
ni itted. after the first of July. Work done 
in the fall of the year upon earth roads in 
not only money wasted, but generally re- 
sults in actual damage to the road nnd in-, 
snres bad conditions throughout the winter. 
Millions of dollars have thus been squan- 
dered and. thousands of miles of roads made 
worse instead of better by fall work aud 
the so-called labor tax system, where the 
farmers gather late in the year and spent a 

. few days' with plow and- scraper, doing 
3100 of damage to. work out a $50 tax. 

The immediate and most pressing need 
under existing conditions iB a proper un- 
derstanding by the highway officials as to 
-what to do and when to do it, and a law 
ought tb^be passed with severe penalties at- 
tached, for wprking the roads out of sonson. 
The State Highway commission was created 
for the purpose of assisting and advising 

' highway officials how to proceed in order 
to get the best results for the money avail- 
able, It.is.an efficient nnd- capable body 
and should be made use of. It haB pub- 
lished the "Road Drag Law and Sugges- 
tions for Carrying it Out," an excellent 
bulletin that ought to be in the hands of 
every ono 4 charged with. tho care of high- 
ways. Such would do well to send to 
Springfield for this bulletin, make a road 
drag, as suggested and sec that it _ is used. 



Will Extend From Naval Training Station to 
Mouth of Waukegan Harbor 

It is expected that within shout time the 
United Slates goyorn ment will construct a 
break water extending from the mouth of 
the harbor fit the naval station to that of 
the Wnukegun harbor. 

This will forma magnificent inner basin 
along the ontire lake front which will bo 
used by pleasure craft of all descriptions 
as well as merchant vessels. 

Thus when Fobs Park of thirty acres, 
which lies along the lake shore, is developed 
into a beautiful place, and if Waukegan is 
so fortunate as to be able to secure tho 
government testing plant, with its $500,000 
buildings and accompanying beautiful 
.grounds and locate it along the edge of the 
park, those, together with the naval reser- 
vation,' will make the most beautiful place 
in this whole section of the country outside 
of "Lincoln Park, Chicago. 

Ordinarily, people don't realize the 
importance of the work at the naval station 
its large scale and its effect on cities. 

There will be about 150-instructors who 
must live out side the reservation.. These 
mon have all been through tho service nnd 
will be retired. Their position here will 
be a life job. They are mostly men of 
fnmilyt will demand up-to-date dwellings 
with all* improvements, and are willing 
and able to pay good prices and rents for 
such property. 

The North Chicago Times, from which 
part of the above was taken, asserts that 
Waukegan has offered to raise part of the 
money for the purchase of the necessary 
fifteen acres in case North Chicago getBthe 
government testing plant and that Wau- 
kegan has offered two sites thus far, one 
in North Chicago and one north of VVau- 
kegan harbor.

Two Teachers Break Down 

with Measles in Sight 

of Pupils Monday 



REPORT SIXTY-FOUR CASES 



Children Under Fourteen All Placed in 

Quarantine and Schools Close 

for Two Solid Weeks 



Sixty-four cases of measles in Zion City 
families among tho children caused the 
suspension of every school in the city Tues- 
day morning and the quarantiningof every 
child under the age . of fourteen for two 
woekB. 

These two precautions were taken by 
Health Commissioner LaRose, The schools 
will be closed for two weeks or longer if 
necessary to stifle the epidemic and child- 
ren are all ordered to remain at their homes 
and not to communicate with other 
children. 

Homes in which the measles have broken 
out' are under a rigid system of quarantine. 

The first realization of the plague came 
Monday night, when it was discovered that 
all told there, were forty-five cases of the 
measles in the city. Twenty moro were re- 
ported nnd then the health commission got 
busy. 

It is said that Monday two teachers broke 
out with the measles right in plain sight of 
their classes at work, one a Miss Tate, and 
the other one whose name cannot be 
learned. 

One belonged to the Twenty* first street 
school and the other to the Thirty- first 
street school. There are four schools in the 
city and all are closed pending develop- 
ments'in two weeks. 

, The outbreak began tbo first of January, 
but as is usual in such cases was not ex- 
pected to assume dangerous proportions as 
now. 

There are perhaps 4,000 people in Zion 
City.

On Wednesday evening of last week 
Mrs. Hannah Horan received a letter 'which 
solved the mystery surrounding the where- 
abouts of her father-iri-lawj Mr. John 
Horan, a well known resident of this place. 

For the past three years Mr. Horan 
has spent most of his time at, var- 
ious Soldiers' Homes but often paid 
lengthy visits at the home of bis 
daughter-in-law here. Last spring lie 
cam o as was his custom and spent a num- 
ber of weeks at Antioch,' leaving the lat- 
ter part of the second week in June, to 
return as his relatives suaposed, to the 
home at Danville. 

After that time nothing was heard from 
him. His absence and long continued 
silence seemed unaccountable to his rel- 
atives and Thos. Wilton, who actetf for 
Mr. Horan in nil legal matters wrote sev- 
eral letters inquiring bis whereabouts, in- 
cluding the number was one addressed to 
John Horan at the Danville home, but it 
was returned unopened with the words 
"not here" on the en\olope. After Mr. 
Wilton's efforts had met with continual 
failures Mrs. Horan wrote a letter to the 
Chicago branch of the pension department 
nnd addressed it to Pension Agent Charles 
Bent, asking if 'John Horan wub still re- 
ceiving a pension. and if so where he was 
located. On Wednesday she received a 
reply which contained the startling news 
that the aged man had expired at Danville 
on tho fourth day of last July and .that 
the remains had been interred at that 
place- This was very unexpected news to 
his relatives for - at no time had they 
thought that he had passed away, sup- 
posing that if such were the case his rel- 
atives would have been notified nt once. 

Mr. Horan was a man eighty-eight 
years of age, nnd was numbered among 
the old soldiers- having served in Company 
A, nineth Illinois Cavalry. Ho was a 
native of Ireland but America had been 
his home for many years. 

He ^wob a well known and highly re- 
spected resident of this community, at one 
time living on a farm near Richmond and 
later moving to this plaee where here- 
sided a number of years. 

. He is survived by two daughters, Mrs. 
Win. 'Roller- of Denver, Colorado, and 
Mrs. B. Murphy of Evuhston, besides 
bin relatives and numerous friends at this, 
place.

CARP SHIPPED 

TO NEW YORK 

Ben Stilling of Pislakee Bay, who has 
charge of tho carp seining, shipped a car- 
load of carp weighing 24,000 pounds toj 
New York city. 

The seining has been gointr on indus- 
triously for tho past three months,- and 
some idea of the amount of work done and 
the number of carp contained in nearby 
waters may bo obtained from tho following 
figures: 

Mr. Stilling tell* that 15,200 head of! 
carp havo'been taken, 81,600 pounds have I 
been sold and he still has about 50,000 
poundB on hand. A few more seasons of 
such good work ought to clear tho lakes of 
objectionable fish and make tho gamo 
fishing again come up to tho standard tho 
Pox Lake region held years ago.

HARBOR TO BE 

COMPLETED 

IN SIX WEEKS 

Tho United States naval training station 
hnrbor at North Chicago will be completed 
in six weeks and ready for' use. 

oThe contractor? L state that tho end, of 
their work is in sight nnd nro hurrying it 
along to finish about tho time mentioned. 

Tho hurdpan and sand of the bod of the 
Pettibone creek gives way better to tho 
shovel in winter than in summer, being of 
a firmer consistency nnd is handled twice 
as easily, which accounts for tho fact that 
tho steam shovel or 'dredge haB been at 
work all winter and meeting with no Bet 
bucks whatever. 

The piling for tho harbor has all been 
ordered and some of it is now on track in 
train loads, and ready to bo unloaded and 
driven in. The prospects are that a fow 
weeks will isee tho contractors handing tho 
job over to the government complete and 
ready for use. 

Tbo harbor is about eleven feet deep, 
several hundred feet wide and' extends up 
the bed of the Pettibone several hundred 
feet. • ■ ' 

What the Heart Does. 
This so-called most delicate of or- 
gans, the most vital, may. bo God's 
principal handiwork. There 'are scien- 
tists to-day who can make a man, 
but they cannot cause his heart to 
beat. The human heart is . about' 5 
by 3»/ 2 by 2% Inches In size. It 
weighs frdm 8 to 12 ounces, and Its 
capacity Is from 4 to G'ounceB In each 
ventricle. It Is a hollow muscular or- 
gan, through which passes 22% 
pounds of blood every minute. Gaze 
oh these flgureB and wonder! Six- 
teen tons of blood pbbs through it 
every 24 hours! Do some more think- 
ing. It beats about 72 times a minute 
In a healthy adult man. Now, think 
still harder— In ono year 11,080,000 
pounds of blood pass through tho 
heart Such figures stagger 
manlty. 



Since doctors in and about Waukegan 
nnnounco that they urenot of the opinion 
that the epidemic of typhoid fever that is 
bo prevalent ot the present time is cauped 
by germs in the lake water, many nro., in- 
clined to blame milk th'it Is taken from 
Lake county cows. 

In an interview one of the city's doctors 
stated that he had pondered considerably 
over tho cause of the large number of cases 
in Waukegan at present nnd that ho had 
discovered that almost all the. patients, 
who nre at present afflicted with typhoid 
fever do not drink lake water, so this can 
not be blamed. 

When questioned further on this fact 
and asked if ho was of the opinion that 
brewery grain could have caused 'this, he 
stated thai he was not sure of this, but 
that providing the grain waa stale when 
fed that this would cauBe germs about as 
quick as any fluid that was taken into tho 
stomach. 

It has been proven at various time that 
almost every farmer in this county who de- 
livers milk in the county feeds his cowb 
this brewery grain. Every Tuesday and 
Friday they may be seen lined up at tbo 
Waukegan brewery purchasing this grain. 
They admit feeding it, although it is a 
violation of the state law. No tests have 
been taken in Waukegan for mnny months, 
until now. residents of that city advocate 
petitioning the city council to employ nn 
ngent whoso solo ; duty will bo to examine 
milk that is sold in Wuukegan from time 
to time and if be finds any that does not 
make" the propor test to report it to the 
state officials immediately.

Mrs. Delia D. Morrison, widow of the 
late -Dr. Morrison of Highland Park, who 
has been believed mentally deranged by 
her mnny friendB, was found dead in bed 
late Friday evening by the management of 
the Highland Park Hotel, where she was 
staying. Mrs. Morrison is reported as hav- 
ing retired, late Thursday evening and 
when she did not appear at tho dinner 
table at noon, the management became sus- 
picious and asked that tho Highland Park 
police investigate. 

The .door of her room was broken down 
and she was found dead. Her death was 
caused by gas, which had escaped from an 
open jet. It is believed by her friends 
that in turning off the gas on retiring the 
night before she must havo turned another 
or the. same jet on again. 

Coroner Taylor held the inquest and the 
jury came to the conclusion' that her death 
was caused by escaping gns which had been 
accidentally left turned on. The aged wo- 
man hnd crippled hands which nre supposed 
to have in some unknown manner opened 
tho jet. She is reported as'having two 
sons, one living in California, the other in 
Springfield. Both were notified immedi- 
ately. 

In Mrs. Morrison's room were found 
hundreds of curious stones that she is re- 
ported to have thought valuable, but which 
are proven worth'ess. Judge Jones has 
been notified and her property will be 
looked after. 



The Commercial Association is very 
much in earnest in its efforts to land the 
great Federal Testing plant for Waukegan 
. Sufficient investigation has already been 
made to warrant the officers of the asso- 
ciation in' sending word to the Chicago 
association of commerce that a site of fif- 
teen acres will be given for the plant. 

Waukegan is in the Chicago manufac- 
turing zone. Tho Chicago Association of 
Commerce has juBt arranged a map out- 
lining what is the Chicago manufacturing 
zone. 

This zone in round figures contains 1,000 
square miles of territory. It begins a few 
miles north of Waukegan and circlos 
around Chicago a few miles outside the E. 
J. & E. belt road and approaches the lake 
again nt or near Gary, Ind. 
. This defining of what is in the judg- 
ment of tho Association of Commerce the 
manufacturing zone of Chicago, is import- 
ant to Waukegan just at this time when 
tho Commercial Association is trying to " 
influence the location of the Federal -Test- 
ing plant nt'Waukegan. 

Naturally Chicago does not expect to 
land the ' plant within the loop district; 
there is no room within the loop for such a 
plant. 

Far seeing' Chicogoans concede that in 
order to have all of the advantages ariji. 
benefits of this the greatest institution of 
its kind in the world it is not necessary to 
land it even within tho city limits of 
Chicago. The naval training station • waa 
not wanted within the limits of the city of 
Chicago. 

So, in order lb make clear just what ie 
the immidi.ft.te limits of Chicago's man- 
ufacturing center and environs, tho Chi- 
cago association, composed of more than 
2,000 representatives, set about through 
Industrial Agent Manss to oiitline the zone 

The outer curve of the zone is drawn 
through Libertyvilie, Elgin, Aurora, Joliet 
and thence east to a point five miles' aouth 
of South Chicago, from which place it ex- 
tends ono mile east of Gary, Ind. 

Reuders'will notice that Elgin and Joliet 
are just on the outskirts of, this manufac- 
turing zone, while W.aukegan is at least 
ten miles within the outer edgo of the zono 

Nor only is this fact important' in help- 
ing to get the Federal Testing plant, but. 
it is equally important in favorably attract- 
ing the attention of Chicago manufacturers 
to consider a new location in Waukegan, 
within' the manufacturing zone.

Springfield.— After; a week spent at 
loggerheads, ,* the..'. legislative" . commit- 
tee that investigated Uio affairs of the 
Illinois and Michigan canal" board in 
relation to "the dam' Bite of Dresden 
Heights held by the Economy Light & 
Power company, soived^ts difficulties 
by. submitting three reports to the 
house. The' findings differ in the 
amount of blame .they attach to the 
canal commissioners . and the house 
members took 1 their 'pick in the morn- 
ing,, when printed copies were handed 
around. Of tho three reports, ono Is a 
whitewash for the canal commission- 
ers, another is a censure, while an- 
other is a censure with a recommenda- 
tion that the board' be discharged. 
The wide difference In the tone and 
the text of tho findings is duo to the 
manner In which politics crept into 
the committee when the time came to 
formulate Its conclusions. 

The 1906 primary law, known as 
tho Deneen-Shurtleff measure, amend- 
ed to meet tho objections of the su- 
preme court, and with direct plurality 
primaries oxtended to all county of- 
ficers, is up to both branches of the 
general assembly; 1 This program was 
agreed upon by the conference com- 
mittee. If this bill becomes a law 
tho primaries this year will be held 
In August, probably on the 15th of 
that month. As amended tho bill 
will provide for: 

Uniform compulsory primaries, all 
to be held on the same day. 

Nomination of county officers by di- 
rect plurality vote. 

Nomination, of. all other officers, ex- 
cept city,, village and Judicial, on 
which the bill Is silent, by delegnte 
conventions, the dolegates to bo elect- 
ed by primary districts. 

Instructed delegates- to be released 
only by the candidate for whom 
pledged making the release In the 
convention. ,» 

The election of party committee- 
men, to whom is delegated the author- 
ity to determine tho number of can- 
didates for the lower branch of the 
general assembly a party shall nom- 
inate. 

Election of delegates for 1908 con- 
vention by primary districts bb pro- 
vided for tho last primary. 

Adjournment of all conventions' sub- 
ject to the call of the chairman in- 
stead of empowering the central com- 
mittee to fill vacancies. 



Furnishes Report of Accidents. 
. One hundred/and fjf ty-one accidents, 
-many of them, however, of , a minor 
character, have occurred at the Home 
for Feeble-MIrided Children at Lincoln, 
In less than a year. • Tho more serious 
of the .accidents Include 'the death of 
Minnie Sterlti, who died from scalding 
ln-a bath tub; ah. injury in the laundry 
room/ to -Walter Kaak of Chicago, a 
17-year-old boy, who lost an arm, and 
the recent injury to the Girbux boy, 
who was terribly burned. upon an un- 
protected steam pipe. A report cov- 
ering tho entire number, of accidents 
was furnished to the legislative in- 
vestigating committee by William C. 
Graves, secretary, of tho state board 
•of charities. The inquisitors hold 
their session at tho Logan county 
courthouse In Lincoln, and for an hour 
and a half had Dr. H. C. Hardt,' the 
superintendent of the Institution, 
upon the witness stand. As a witness) 
Dr. Hardt's testimony was not impres- 
sive upon the committee. He pos- 
sessed scant personal knowledge of 
the accidents that befell tho GIroux 
boy, tho Storltz girl, or the Kaak boy. 
In theso cases he knew only what had 
been reported to him. But his knowl- 
edge of the conditions that confronted 
him upon taking charge at the institu- 
tion on January 25 Inst was of an ex- 
ceedingly positive character. Dr. 
Hardt took occasion to attack tho for- 
mer staff and to show : that he had im- 
proved conditions.

Adventurous Hunter Paid for 8port 
With His Life. 

From the Sudan comes the report of 
a fierce fight between a wounded Hon 
and a government engineer, which 
ended In tho death of the latter, an 
Englishman named C. H. # Salmon. 
Salmon, while on board tho steamer 
Metemmah, between Fashoda and 
Melut, on the White Nile, discovered 
a Hon among the bushes on- the shore. 
Taking a gun, he went ashore asking 
tho'so on board not to follow him. He 
shot twice at the lion, one bullet tak- 
ing effect in the lion's shoulder and 
tho other In the abdomen. After a 
struggle of a few minutes, which 
seemed to be his death agony, the lion 
lay motionless. Salmon approached 
and the Hon pounced upon him, and 
threw him to the ground and began 
to maul him. The engineer hold the 
lion's neck and endeavored to draw 
his knife, but before he succeeded the 
Hon had bitten his thigh and crushed 
his toeB. He gave tho beaat a stab in 
tho eyes. This Infuriated the animal, 
which snapped at the man'B hand, bad- 
ly lacerating and smashing It The 
pain of the knife thrust, however, was 
too much for tho animal and he starts 
ed to 'retreat The crew of the steamer 
now arrived upon the sceno. They 
killed the exhausted lion with- 
out much difficulty and carried 
the unfortunate hunter to tho boat 
which then sailed with all possible 
spc d to Fashoda, where ho was taken 
to the hospital and received medical 
attention, only to explro of his injuries 
when removed to Khartum. 



Must Pay for Fishing. 
/ The house passed senate bill 580, 
requiring a license of $25 for fishing 
for shell fish in Illinois rivers. 

Lantz Introduced a bill relative to 
Sunday closing of saloons In Chicago 
and it was referred to the commltteo 
on Chicago charter. 

House bill 939, appropriating $15,- 
000 for defraying th© expenses of tho 
committee to investigate the Dresden 
Heights lease to the Economy Light 
& Power company and for tho ex- 
penses of the committee to Investigate 
the charges of 111 treatment of Inmates 
at state charitable Institutions, was 
passed. 

Pemberton introduced a bill pro- 
viding for an appropriation of $10,000 
•for the use of the Internal improve- 
ment commission for investigating tho 
feasibility ; of a deep waterway be- 
tween St. Louis and Cairo. 

House bill 927, controlling and reg- 
ulating the water power of tho state 
and prohibiting the erection of dams, 
etc. without the consent of tho legis- 
lature, was passed. 



Not all of tho story of tho asylum 
hero for the state's feebleminded and 
epileptic charges at Lincoln can be 
told. Most of the story, however, 
deals with physical torturing. Tho of- 
ficial record, of the Institution disclos- 
es 150 "accidents" since last August 
Children have been roasted on unpro- 
tected steam pipes. One little girl 
was scalded In a bath tub and died. 
Ono boy, "the brightest In the Institu- 
tion," roads the record, "playfully* 1 
put his hand Into a piece of machin- 
ery that was revolving some 900 times 
a minute. His arm was torn off at tho 
shoulder. An attendant reported that 
a little child must have, been gnawed 
and lacorated by rats. He couldn't 
account for tho woundB in any other 
way. Superintendent Hardt repri- 
manded him for. making such a report. 
"Unless you saw the rats eat the 
patient you should not so report," said 
the superintendent. 

Ono helpless body was being dressed 
by an inmate (not ah attendant). The 
little one's leg was broken, and no 
one seomB to know more about It than 
simply the fact that it was broken. 

These children havo fought one 
another, lacerated one another with 
their teeth, knocked ono another down 
with brickbats, fallen out of trees, 
tumbled down stairways, heaved wa- 
ter pitchers and milk stools at ono 
another, and occasionally assailed one 
another with knives.

— The ~ second 
annual report of the Illinois Civil 
Service Commission, vyhleh has just 
been completed, shows the positions In 
the seventeen state charitable Institu- 
tions filled and leaves the commission 
with eligible lists for all but a few 
classes of positions. 

DurliiR the year 1007 1.012 appoint- 
ments were made, against 1.408 for 
1000. The commission conducted 431 
examinations In 24 different cities In 
the state. DurluR the year endlnc 
Dec. 31. 1007, 3.103 applications were 
received; of this number 2,888 were 
notified for examinations and LKUi 
•were examined. The expenses of the 
commission for the year were $8,030.30. 
Promotion on Merit. 
During the year the commission held 
n number of promotional examinations 
for first assistant physician, or chief 
of the medical st;ifT, eye surgeons and 
ear surgeons, assistant eye and ear 
surgeons, supervisor and supervisor- 
ess. As a result of the examinations 
for chief of the staff three new chiefs 
have been appointed nt the Southern 
riospltal for the Insane, Anna: East- 
ern Hospital for the Insane, Kanka- 
kee, and Uie Asylum for Fcehle-Mlnd- 
ed Children, Lincoln. All of these nre 
physicians who entered the service 
after a rigid medical examination con- 
ducted by the following physicians, 
who constituted the examining board 
appointed by the Civil Service com- 
mission: Dr. Hugh T. Patrick, .Dr. Wil- 
liam K. Qulne, Dr. .lohu B. Murphy, 
Dr. IT. N. Moycr. Dr. E. M. Reading, 
Dr. Charles E. Knhlke; Dr. Theodore 
TIeken; Dr. Itohert Preble. Dr. Maxi- 
milian Herzog, of Chicago, and Dr. 
Frank 1*. Xorbury, of .Jacksonville. 
Dr. Frank Hillings, now president of 
the State Hoard of Charities, was a 
member of the examining hoard until 
his retirement to become the head of 
the State Hoard of Charities. 

There as iiily one woman physician 
In the service at Kankakee when the 
civil service law became effective. 
Women physicians have been appoint- 
cd nt Anna, Peoria, Lincoln. Elgin, 
and another added to the staff at Kan- 
kakee. 

Improved Nursing Service. 

The only chief nurse In the service 
Nov. 1, 100r», was at the Western Hos- 
pital for Insane, Watertown. Since 
Mien chief nurses have been appointed 
In the hospitals for Insauo at Kanka- 
kee, Elgin. Jacksonville, l'eorla, An- 
na, and the Asylum for Fecble-M hid- 
ed Children, Lincoln. The chief nurse 
receives from* $00 to $75 a month: 
They are engaged In perfecting the 
nursing service of their respective In- 
stitutions and aiding the medical staff 
In conducting training schools for the 
attendants. Twenty graduate nurses 
have been appointed to assist the chief ; 1'^ 



tlons as attendant In the state Insti- 
tutions, nbput equally divided between 
men and women. 

The changes have. shown that ttie 
force of attendants is renewed annu- 
ally. This doesn't mean that all 'at- 
tendants leave the service, by any 
means, as about 40 per cent continue 
In the service. Experience has'shown 
that the employes who «bow nn_ Inter-' 
est In their work nnd desire to ad 
Vance arc the employes .who remain.'.

Causes of Change*. 
It Is anticipated that the Increase In 
salaries and the complete check placed 
upon employes by the commission will 
reduce the changes in the institutions 
materially. Seventy per cent of the 
attendants In tho state Institutions 
are appointed from southern Illinois. 
Perhaps the change from southern to 
northern Illinois Is, in a measure, re- 
sponsible for some of the changes. 
Many employes become homesick; 
some nre unable to accommodate them 
selves to the changes in their mode 
of living, while others find the fowl 
unsatisfactory. Some leave to better 
themselves by accepting higher sala- 
ries; some get married and find It Im- 
possible to remain on that account, n§ 
the superintendents are only able to 
accommodate a limited number of mar- 
ried couples. Some leave because thoy 
do not find tho work congenial, as 
they had anticipated. Many enter the 
service In the hope of finding a i>osI- 
tlon In which they will have an "easy 
time." They discover when they reach 
the Institution that there Is work for 
them to do, and that If they do not 
perform the duties .assigned to tiiem 
their servkes. nre not desired. 

Under the old system employes 
could leave one Institution and go to 
another without the superintendents 
being able to keep a check on them 
or prevent It.

That discipline In the state Instltu 
tlons' has become more rigid Is mani- 
fested by the number of discharge re- 
ported during the past year. These 
discharges were for the following 
causes: Disobeying rules, J18: sleeping 
on duty. 10; fighting, 8; Insubordina- 
tion, .'11; cruelty, 37, and Intoxication, 
l\7. Seventy-seven employes who quit 
without notice nre rcgardwl as dis- 
charged because their departure was 
a violation «f the rules of the institu- 
tion, which' require ten days' notice 
of resignation.

J.H. SWAN. 
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Jury Returns Verdict In Case of Chi- 
cago Financier After 37 Hours' 

Deliberation-— Appeal to Be 
Taken. 

' Chicago;— Following a trial covering 
a perlod'Of.nlne weeks, John R.' Walsh, 
the former; financial •• and political 
chieftain, was Saturday found guilty 
of misappropriation of funds of the 
Chicago National bank. The Jury re- 
turned the verdict after 'having been 
out 37 hours. 

Formal motion for a new trial was 
made by Attorney Miller, and Judge 
Anderson set the motion for a new 
trial for argument at ten a. m. Tues- 
day, January 28, continuing tho ball 
bonds of $50,000 on which Mr. Walsh 
has been at liberty. 

"Fight Just Begun," Says Walsh. 

Immediately after the reading of 
tho verdict Mr. Walsh was appealed 
to for an expression. 
• "The fight has just begun," he said. 
•'I have nothing more to say." 

The sentence under the verdict of 
guilty must be that the defendant be 
imprisoned for not less than five 
years. The law does not permit the 
substitution of a flno for prison term. 
The section of the law under which 
Mr. Walsh was found guilty provides 
a penalty of not less than five nor 
more than ton years. The verdict 
of guilty on 54 counts would make pos- 
sible a sentence of 540 years should 
the maximum be pronounced. It Is 
the custom In cases of this sort, ac- 
cording to attorneys, for the sen- 
tences to run concurrently. 

From Newsboy to Financier. 

John R. Walsh was a unique figure 
in the history of Chicago. His growth 
has been practically coincident with 
the growth of the city. As a boy he 
came here when the city was a village, 
and as a man the village that he knew 
has grown to as great proportions as 
himself. Irish emigrant, newsboy, 
small merchant, politician, banker, 
railroad president and newspuper pub- 
lisher mark the chapters in the life 
of John R. Walsh, central figure in the 
great trial that closed Friday. From a 
humble cottage In Lelnster, Ireland, to 



Rio Janeiro.— The Brazilian police 
have discovered an anarchistic plot 
here having as Its object the destruc- 
tion of part of the American fleet now 
lying In the harbor. The conspiracy 
while centering in Rio Janeiro, and 
Petropolls, has ramifications in Sao 
Paulo and Ml n as Oeraes. 

An Individual named Jean Fedher, 
who resided in Petropolls, was the 
chief conspirator here although It Is 
understood that foreign anarchists are 
deeply involved In the plot Fedher 
Is believed to have fled to Sao Paulo 
and the others have taken refuge in 
the Interior. One of the detectives, 
who was well acquainted with Fedher, 
having served on the police force at 
Petropolls for some time, returned 
from that place Sunday, after having 
made Investigations there, and had a 
long conference with the chief of po- 
lice at' Rio Janeiro. Tho latter gave 
it to be understood later that the Sao 
Paulo police are on the track of the 
arch conspirator and expect to arrest 
him soon. 

In an official note the chief of po- 
lice says: 

"Some time before the arrival of the 
American fleet at Rio Janeiro, the Bra- 
zilian government received word 
from Washington and Paris that an- 
archists of different nationalities in- 
tended to damage one or several of 
the ships of the American fleet. Tho 
names and addresses of tho conspira- 
tors were indicated, by information 
which the police here had received 
previously from France and Germany. 
Tho police of this district are work- 
ing with the police of Sao Paulo and 
Mlnas Oeraes and I am sure every 
precaution will bo exercised and the 
most rigorous vigilance observed both 
on land and at sea to prevent any in- 
jury being done." 

Washington. — Rear Admiral John B. 
Pillsbury, chief of the bureau of navi- 
gation of the navy department, was 
greatly surprised to learn Sunday 
night of the discovery of an anarchis- 
tic plot In Rio de Janeiro, the object 
of which is the destruction of a part of 
Rear Admiral Evans' battleship fleet 
It was the first intimation the admiral 
had had of such a plot. "I cannot be- 
lieve it; it seems preposterous," said 
Admiral Pillsbury.

His parents decided to remain 
in Chicago and lay the foundations for 
the Walsh fortunes. ' 

John sold papers for a while on the 
directs. That was too slow for him, 
and he gradually mounted up until he 
became one of the country's greatest 
financiers.

Ohio Educator Dies Suddenly. 
Columbus, O. — Allen Campbell Bur 
rows, professor of English In Ohio 
State university, died suddenly Sun- 
day at his home In this city. He had 
been ill with the grip for about ' a 
week, but death waa not expected. 
Prof. Burrows was about 67 years of 
age. Ho was graduated from Western 
Reserve University at Cleveland in 
1861 and taught successively at Phil- 
lips academy, Western Reserve and 
Iowa Agricultural college. In 1804 he 
was elected to the chair of English 
literature in Ohio State university. 



San Francisco. — The situation 
in the bribery graft prosecution 
brought about by the recent decision 
of the circuit court of appeals, setting 
aside the Indictment for extortion 
against ex-Mayor Eugene E. Schmltx 
on which he was. tried add convicted, 
reached a climax late Saturday night, 
when Prosecuting Attorney Langdon 
announced that all question of Im- 
munity for Abraham Ruef is at an 
end and that on Monday he would ask 
Superior Judge Lawlor to set for trial 
.one of the charges of bribery against 
Ruef now pending in Lawlor'a court ; 

It was also announced that every 
charge against Ruef will now be 
pressed to a conclusion. 

It Is intimated that the prosecution 
will appeal to the supreme court from 
the decision of the court of appeals in 
the Schmitz case. In making the' an- 
nouncement that Ruef would be placed 
on trial the prosecuting attorney made 
public a detailed formal contract . be- 
tween Ruef and the prosecution, made 
last May. In this contract it was pro- 
vided that the state would grant Ruef 
almost complete immunity from prose? 
cutlon in consideration of his going on 
the witness stand and' testifying to 
the whole truth against each and 
every defendant brought to trial In 
the graft cases. 

An exception was made In the Ruef 
extortion case, which was then on 
trial and In which it was agreed that 
Ruef was to plead guilty, which he did 
In a dramatic manner a few days after 
the contract was signed. 

The prosecution claims that* Ruef 
did not live up to hla agreement when 
Tlrey L. Ford, counsel general of tho 
United Railways, was tried and ac- 
quitted on one of the charges of brib- 
ery against him. When the court of 
appeals rendered tho decision on the 
same indictment to which Ruef had 
plead guilty, Ruef, the prosecution 
charges, thought he saw hlB way clear 
to defy the prosecution. 



Qreat Victory Is Gained by French 
In Desperate Battle. 

Tangier. — News has reached here of 
a terrific ten hours' engagement In a 
ravine near 8ettat Wednesday be- 
tween a French column under the 
command of Gen. d'Amade, and a col- 
umn commanded by Mulal Rachld, one 
of tho chiefs of Mulal Hand's forces. 

The French gained a splendid vic- 
tory in the face of heavy oddB, suc- 
ceeding In dispersing, the enemy and 
occupying Settat. Twenty of the 
French soldiers were wounded, but 
many of the Arabs: were killed. 1 ,. The 
latter not only offered a dogged and 
fearless defense, but returned repeat- 
edly to the battle after they had been 
routed, and attacked the French from 
three sides. 

In the later hours of the fighting 
Mulal Rachld's column < was sudden- 
ly re-enforced by the powerful Chaoula 
tribe, which figured In the massacres 
at Casablanca and which had arrived 
from tho mountains at the very mo- 
ment when Mulal Rachld was about to. 
retreat 

Under the combined charge of the 
now confident Moors, the French not! 
only held their ground, but steadily 
threw back the. enemy, driving them 
eventually In mad haste to the bills. 
The engagement between the French 
and j tho Moors followed immediately 
upon a 25 hours' march of Gen. 
d'Amade* b column, and under theso 
trying circumstances tho French 
forces are considered to have shown 
more than ordinary stamina and 
bravery. The French wounded In- 
clude three officers. 

After destroying the camp of the 
enemy at Bettat, Gen. d'Amade pushed 
forward and occupied Kaabah Ber 
Rohid. 



New York.— Mrs. Evelyn NeBblt 
Thaw told her story- Monday for the 
second' time. The ; repetition- lacked 
tho vitality of the first recital, but the 
great crowd in the courtroom where 
her hUBband; ; Harry . Kendall Thaw, la 
on trial, for the killing of Stanford 
White, listened intently, to every word. 

Justice Dowllng had ruled that he 
found no warrant In the law for clos- 
ing the doors against the public. 

Mrs. Thaw's story was broken Into 
bits by constantly repeated. objections 
from the prosecution, who sought to 
exclude all details on tho ground of 
immateriality. Tho frequent objec- 
tions led Justice Dowllng to request 
Mr. Littleton to cut his examination 
as short as possible. Mr. Littleton 
took this course only to. find that on 
cross-examination Mr. Jerome Insisted 
upon reading from last year's record 
nearly every word tho witness had 
then uttered. He did this under the 
privilege of framing new. questions. ; 

Mr. Littleton objected to It, declar- 
ing that the district attorney, by "read- 
ing the former testimony in a dis- 
agreeable manner, was ..trying to dis- 
credit the witness in the eyes of the 
Jury when he could not discredit her 
in any way by a direct question. 

Mr. Jerome mndo no attempt to dis- 
guise a tone of complete contempt In 
reading the testimony. Contempt also 
characterized most of the questlonB.he 
put to the witness, whom he attacked 
in Uiq loudest voice ho hnB yet Used at 
tho trial.

ness; Ercola Buffettl, an employe at 
the garden, and Mrs. Frank Palmetto, 
'who had been Nornlno's. housekeeper. 
Nornlno disclosed the biding place of 
the bodies when threatened with im- 
mediate hanging if he .did not tell all 
that he knew about the murders. 
However, he declared/ that the mur^ 
dors were, committed by Joseph MInl- 
chello, the mlsBlhg mdn, and not by 
himself.
